The yellow 
fever, Which has been daily increasing 
in New Orleans, is reaching out its hide- 
ous arms along the river above, and we 
sone ‘lays ago reported the occurrence of 
fatal cases in Natchez and Vicksburg. 
The arrival of the Mohawk at our land- 
ing, on Sunday, with nearly all her crew 
laid prostrate, Was & Warning not lost 
upon our board of health. Im 1855 the 
It. lt. W. Hill arrived here from New 
Orleans with several cases ou board, and 
tiel up at the foot of Linden street. 
Someé of her crew died. It spread to the 
shore, and our old citizens remember but 
too well how fatal the disease became in 
the southern part of our city. The board 
of health, it will be seen, have taken 
action in the matter, and have, we learn, 
chartered the red wharfboat formerly 
used by the Arkansas mail line, but 
recently laying at the point above Hope- 
field, and will place her at President's 
island for the use of the health officer, 

Capt. Garret Huis, who takes com- 
mand of the St. Patrick, has bought an 
interest in that packet. He is an old 
boatman, and has been very popular in 
the Bend trade. Capt. John J; Edson, 
who has done,much towards making the 
St. Patrick a general favorite, retires for 
a time, bul will, we hope, soon be on the 
roof of another fine packet in a paying 
trade.
